was wiped o ut by an Arab band 
near Kalkilieh, 3 5 miles no rth­ 
west o f Jerusalem. The o utlaws 
seized a machine g un and o ther 
arms. 
Six Arabs, including a po lice­ 
man, were killed and a sco re in­ 
jured when time bo mbs buried 
in the market place near Jeru­ 
salem’s Jaffa Gate ex plo ded as 
tho usands o f Arabs were mak­ 
ing their daily fo o d purchases. 
Fo llo wing the ex plo sio n, Arabs 
sto ned Jewish traffic in the 
Arab-Jewish 
quarter, 
causing 
autho rities to halt all traffic 
tempo rarily . 
Three o ther bo mbs ex plo ded 
|^n Jerusalem during the early 
I mo rning . One ripped apart co m­ 
municatio n lines, putting 7 50
